Take balſam of copaiva, three drachms; oil of 
Juniper, thirty-drops; the yolk of one egg; incor- 
porate them thoroughly; then add penny-royal 
water, fix ounces; ſyrup of marſhmallows, two 
ounces, It may be made without the oil of 
Juniper. | 

The dole, two table-ſpoonfuls twice a-day, or 
oftener.

The doſe, from ten to fifteen grains, two or 
three times a-day, It 1s a very potent and effica- 
cious diuretic, which, from its warm, ſtimulating, 
and detergent properties, is very uſeful, wherever 
the urinary paſſages are obſtructed from viſcid hu- 
mours, as is generally the caſe in hydropic habits, 


Powaer acaind an eryſipelas. . 


Take two parts of white chalk, and one part of 
wormwood leaves dried; mix them together for a 
powder. 

In particular habits, this powder taken inwardly, 


by helping digeſtion, and correcting acidities in 


the prime vie, may contribute to the intention 
expreſſed in its title; it alſo may be ſtrewed over

Styptic powder, 


Take roch-alum, half an ounce; Japan earth, 


two drachms, 
The doſe, a ſcruple three times a- day; in urgent

It is a good internal medicine for hœmorrhages, 
exceſſive menſtrual diſcharges, and gooding ir 
child-bed women. 


Teftaceous powder, 
Take oyſter-ſhells prepared, half a pound; pre- 


pared chalk, four ounces, | 

The doſe, from a ſcruple to a drachm every ſix 
or eight hours. This powder is abſorbent, corrects. 
acidities in the ſtomach, ſheaths the acrimony of 
the bile, is good in bilious and bloody fluxes, and

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the gripes in children; but if given in too large 
quantities, or too frequently, is apt to coaleſce in 
the ſtomach, and diſturb digeſtion, 


Teftacerus powder with 4x. 

Take any quantity of bee's- wax; prepared oyſter- 
mells, a ſufficient quantity, Melt the wax over a 
low fire, and ſprinkle the powder in by degrees, 
till the wax will receive no more, continually ſtir- 
ring the mixture the whole time.

Digeſt them 
together, frequently fhaking the veſſel, till the 
mercury is difiolyed. 

The doſe, from a table-ſpoonful to two table- 
ſpooniuls, every night and morning, in cutaneous 
and venereal diſorders, 


Camphorated ſpirit of wine. 
Take camphor, two ounces; rectified ſpirit of 
wine, a pint. | 
This is chiefly uſed externally, againſt rheu- 
matic pains, paralytic numbneſſes, contuſions, for 
diſcuſſing tumours, and preventing or reſtraining 
the progreſs of mortifications. 


Suppoſitories, 
Are made of common ſalt, with double the quan- 
tity of honey, boiled to a proper conſiſtence. 
Theſe are uſed either when a perſon cannot be 
put into a ſuitable poſture of body, to receive a 
glyſter, or when a glyſter is not likely to be retained 
long enough te be of any ſervice. 


The aromatic tincture. 
Take of the aromatic powder, two ounces; 


French brandy, a quart ; digeſt them together. 


The doſe, from thirty to ſixty drops, in a glaſs 


et wine, It is a good carminative, and of uſe in 
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ſickneſs of the ſtomach, wind, vomitings, faintings, 
and cholicky pains, from a cold cauſe: however, 
it is to be remarked, that the too frequent uſe of 
ſpices is noxious, and therefore they ſhould always 
be uſed with caution, 


Epiſpaſtic tinfture, 

Take Spaniſh flies, finely powdered, two 
ounces ; rectihed ſpirit of wine, a pint; digeit 
them together three days; then ſtrain off the liquor 
for uſe. 

An acrid ſtimulant for external uſe, principally 
uſed in paralytic caſes, and to reſolve internal 


inflammations. 


Bitter tinfure of rhubarb. 


Take rhubarb ſliced, an ounce; Gentian root, 
a drachm and an half; Virginian ſnake-root, a 
drachm; French brandy, a pint; digeſt to- 
gether, 

The doſe, from two to four table-ſpoonſuls, It 
is an excellent ſtomachic purge, 


The ſacred tinclure. 
Take hepatic aloes, two ounces; aromatic wa— 
ter, three pints; digeſt together. 
An uſeful cathartic; the doſe, a table- ſpocnful 
night and morning; taken in leſſer quantities, and 
long perſiſted in, it proves an efficacious alterative 


in cachectic habits, and moſt chronic diſorders, 


Yellow bafulicon, 


Take yellow bec's wax, white roſin, and female 
frankincenſe, of each half a pound; melt them 
together, over a flow fire; then add hog's lard,

Take purified hog's lard, two ounces; common 
brimſtons, finely powdered, half an ounce,

Alexiterial water: 


Take elder flowers, moderately dried, three 
pounds, freſh angelica leaves, two pounds; water, 
a ſufficĩient quantity: diſtil off three gallons. 


Aroniatic water. f 


Take white cinnamon, half a pound; freſh lemon 
peel, four ounces ; Jamaica pepper, two ounces ; 
treſh angelica root, an ounce ; French brandy, or 
melaſſes ſpirit, two gallons ; let them ſtand in in- 
fuſion four days, then draw off, by diſtillation, two 


gallons.

diſorder ; eſpecially where medicines of efficacy are

Pphagedenie tvater. 
Diſſolve ten grains of corroſive ſublimate, in 2 
pint of ſpring- water. | 


It is uſed to cleanſe old foul ulcers, deſtroy fun- 
gous fleſh, and to put a ſtop to the progreſs of mor- 


tifications, as alſo to correct venereal chancres, 


Sapphire- coloured water. 

Take ſpring-water, a pint; erude ſal armoniac, 
two drachms ; after it is diſſolved, let the liquor 
ſtand in a braſs pan, till it has acquired a blue 
colour. | 

Three or four drops, dropped into the cye, twice 
or three times a-day, cure ulcerations, fluxions, 
puitules, and ſuffuſions of that organ. 


Tar water. 


Take tar, two pounds; ſpring-water, a gallon.

A K E an ounce of caſtile ſoap, half an 
ounce of opium, fix drachms of camphire, 
a drachm of ſaffron, and eighteen ounces 
of rectified ſpirit of wine; digeſt theſe in a ſand- 
Heat ten days, ſhaking the veſle] between whiles, 
till the laſt day or two. Then pour off the balſam 
clear for uſe. 

It may be taken inwardly from twenty to fifty 
drops at a doſc; and a rag dipped therein, may be 
applied to the pained part. It not only alleviates 
pain by its opiate quality, but alſo attenuates and 
promotes the diſcharge of the peccant humours. It 
is highly beneficial in nervous cholics, the jaun— 
dice, and gravel, and is even of ſervice in the gout, 


by cauſing the acrimonious humours to pals off 


through the pores of the ſkin. 


Balſam of guaicum. 


Take two pounds and a half of rectified ſpirits of 
wine; infuſe therein with a gentle heat, and often 
ſtirring, a pound of gum guaicum; and, laſtly, add 
three drachms of balſam of Peru, ſo that the whole 
may mix together in a balſam. 

'The doſe, twenty or thirty drops two or three 
times 2-day, in a glaſs of wine or water. It is a 
preſervative againſt the gout; is good in dropſical 
habits, and of remarkable efficacy in removing 
gleets of long ſtanding. 1

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An alexipharmic bolus. 


Take a ſcruple of Venice treacle; powder of 
contrayerva-root, and Virginia ſnake-root, of each 
twelve grains; four grains of ſaffron; and, with 
a ſufficient quantity of confection of alkermes, 
make into a bolus. | 

This bolus may be repeated every ſix hours, or 
oftener, with two or three ſpoonfuls of the volatile 


julap, in low, depreſſed, or nervous fevers, to 


bring on a diaphoreſis, which generally proves cri- 


tical, Bliſters ſhould be freely applied at the ſame 


time, 
An aluminous bolus. 
Take alum, nutmeg, and extract of the Peru- 


vian bark, of each fifteen grains; and, with a 


ſufficient quantity of ſyrup of cloves, make a 
bolus, > 
This bolus, taken three ſucceſſive mornings, 


faſting, infallibly cures the moſt obſtinate agues, 
where the ſtomach dees not recoil on the diſa- 


greeable ſenſation created by the ſiypticity of the 


alum. It is alſo an efficacious remedy for the whites 


in women, and in a diabetes, 


An anodyne bolus. 


Take half a drachm of Venice treacle; eight 
grains of Mathew's pill; and make a bolus, 

A ſafe opiate in all caſes, where ſuch are indi- 
cated. 


A borax bolus. 


Take borax, myrrh, and nutmeg, of each ten 
grains 3 four grains of ſaffron ;z and, with a ſuf- 


cient quantity of ſyrup of orange-peels, make a 


bolus, 
This bolus, - repeated every eight hours, with a 
few ſpoonfuls of penny-royal water, is of great ſar- 
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vice in hyſteric diſorders. It is alſo uſed to promote 


labour-pains, when lingering and defective; but 


before its. adminiſtration, the midwife ought to be 
certain, that the child lies in a proper poſition for 


birth; otherwiſe, it muſt prove highly injurious to 


bring on pains, where the hand of the operator 
alone can afford aſſiſtance. 


A camphire bolus. 

Take half a drachm of gum Arabic; a ſcruple 
of camphire; and, with a ſufficient quantity of 
ſyrup of orange-peels, make a bolus. 

It may be given every. ſix hours, with a few 


ſpoonfuls of the volatile julap, in fevers attended 
with delirium, twitchings of the tendons, and the 


like deplorable ſymptoms. 
A cathartic bolus. 


Take half a drachm of. jalap in powder; ten 
drops of oil of juniper; and, with a ſufficient 


quantity of ſyrup of orange-peels, make a bolus, 


It is to be taken in the morning, upon an empty 


ſtomach ; and is a very efficacious purge, in drop- 


ſical caſes, in which it does great ſervice, provided 


the patient abſtains from drinking liquids, 


A contrayervua bolus. 


Take half a drachm of contrayerva- root in pow-- 
der; fifteen grains of purifed nitre; and, with a 
ſufficient quantity of ſyrup of orange-peels, make 


into a bolus. 


It may be taken every four or ſix hours, in an 
inflammatory fever, after bleeding, vomiting, and 
other neceſlary evacuations, in order to occaſion 2 


gentle diaphoreſis. 
A bolus for the bloody flux. 
Take half a drachm of Roman philonium; ten 


grains of rhubarb in poyder ; and, with a ſufficient 
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quantity of ſyrup-of orange- peels, make the ingre- 
dients into a bolus. 

This bolus is to be repeated every night, if the 
diſorder proves obſtinate, when veneſection, ipe- 
cacoanha, vomits, and rhubarb without an opiate, 
have proved ineffectual. Hartſhorn drink, rice- 
gruel, and the chalk julap, ought, at the ſame 
time, to be taken plentifully. 


A. calomel bolus. 

Take ten grains of calomel; and, with a ſuffi- 
cient quantity of the conſerve of red roſes, make a 
bolus. ” 

It is generally preſcribed to be taken over night, 
previouſly to the adminiſtration of a purging 
draught; by which means, the operation of the 
cathartic is rendered more effectual, and the mer- 
cury prevented from exerting its ſalivating quality. 


A gamboge bolus. = 
Take gamboge in powder, and cryſtals of Tar- 
tar, of each ten grains; and, with a ſufficient 
quantity of ſyrup of buckthorn, make into a bolus, 
A violent hydragogue purge, fit only for drop- 
fical perſons, of a very ſtrong conſtitution. 


An thecacoanha bolus. 


Take four grains of ipecacoanha-root in powder; 
ſixteen grains of aromatic ſpecies; and, with a 


ſufficient quantity of ſyrup of orange-peels, make 
into a bolus. 


This bolus may be taken every morning, during 


the continuance of a dyſentery; for which, ipeca- 
coanha, in ſmall doſes, is found to be a powerful 
ſpecific, 
Bougixs. 
Take of the common ſticking-plaiſter with 
Burgundy pitch, two ounces; quickſilver, an 
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ounce; kill it with balſam of ſulphur; levigated; 
antimony, half an ounce; the plaiſter muſt not, 


be very hot when the quickſilver is added, 


leſt it ſhould ſeparate, and ſubſide in form of 


globules. 


Bougies ſhould be of different ſizes; from the 


bigneſs of a knitting needle, to the ſize of a gooſe- 


quill. The ſize of the bougie, that is firſt to be. 


introduced, may generally be determined by the 


ſtream of urine, Before it is introduced, it muſt 


be ſmeared all over with ſweet oil; after which, 


extending the penis with one hand, that the urethra 


may not be wrinkled, with the other hand, gently 
paſs the bougie as far as you can up the urethra, 
and, if poſſible, into the cavity of the bladder. 


In proportion as the bougie advances in the 
canal, ſtrictures, which it gets beyond, are fre- 
quently felt, meeting with others alſo, which pre- 


vent its advancing, and quite ſtop it. In this caſe, 


you muſt withdraw it.a little, ſo as to difengage 
it; and then, inſtead of puſhing it ſtraight on, you 


mult turn it round between the finger and thumb, 


and, as you turn it, preſs it a little forward. If- 


the bougie cannot be introduced farther, leave it 


where it is; and be content, for the preſent, with 


having made ſome progreſs. The bougie muſt not 
be left in the urethra above an hour or two the firſt 
day. But during that time, it will, in ſome mea- 
ſure, remove the ſtrictures it paſſed by at its en- 
trance, ſo that the next day, another may be intro- 
duced, of the ſame ſize, which will eafily get be- 
yond the firſt ſtrictures; thus gradually gaining 
ground, till, at laſt, you get into the bladder. In 


order to facilitate the introduction of the bougie, 
bend the ſmall end that goes firſt a little, that it 


may adapt itſelf the better to the curvature of the 


uiethra; and the end of it muſt be round, that it 
may. 
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may readily {lip over the plicæ of the urethra; other- 


T: wiſe, it may be ſtopped by them before it arrives | 
gat the obſtructions; though the plicz are removed | 
in a great meaſure, by extending the penis. | 

Sometimes the urethra is fo tender, that the firſt ; 


application 1s very painful, and the buugie can be 
borne only a very ſhort time; but if the patient can 
wear it nine or ten hours in a day, he will be much 
ſooner relieved, than if he wore it only two or three 
hours; and if it docs not ſtimulate too much by | 
its conſtant zpplication, it may be worn night and 
day, without intermiſſion ; for the more ſuppuration | 
is precured, and the longer the uretbra is kept | 
diſtended, the more likely it is that the cure will 
be radical, If, during the uſe of bougies, the 
teſticles ſhould inflame, or any feveriſh diſorder ; 
come on, it will be proper, till this ſymptom is / 
removed, to ſuſpend the application of the bougie. 
To obviate any liablene ſs to inflammatory diſorders 
of the urethra or genital parts, it is of great impor- 
tance that the patient ſhould live temperately, and 
even obſerve a cooling regimen, during the whole 
treatment, 
after the bougies have been uſed for a month or 
fix weeks, the dilcharge procured by them, gradually 
teens; though ſome degree of running will gene- 
rally continue, as long as they are employed, In 
order, therefore, to determine whether or no the 
ulcers are healed, it will be neceſſary, towards the 
Cioie of the cure, (that is, when the diſcharge 1s.

Take roots of Comfrey and Solomon's ſeal, of 
each eight ounces, Boil them in fix gallons of 
ſtrong wort, to four; which ſtrain; and, when it 
is tunned, pour into it juice of yarrow and plan- 
tain, of each a pound; and while it is working, 
hang in it a bag, with ſhepherd's purſe, knot- 
graſs, ſanicle, and mouſe- ear, of each four hand- 
tuls; and a pound of Malaga raifins, 

This may be drank diſcretionally. It is excellent 
in diarrhœas and dyſenteries, to check colliquative 
ſweats, ſeminal weakneſſes, and hœmorrhages from 
ruptured blood-veſſels. If a continued uſe thereof 
ſhould render the body too coſtive, a doſe of leni- 
tive electuary, taken once or twice a-week, will 
obviate that effect of its aſtringency. 


The white drink, 


Take two ounces of powder of burnt hartſhorn; 


and three pints of ſpring-water. Boil it away to 
half, with a cruſt of bread in it, and ſome ein- 
namon. Then ſtrain, and ſweeten it with doubly 
refined ſugar. 
In all kinds of fevers and acute diſeaſes, where 
the. bowe!s are too much relaxed or irritated, this 
abſorbent drink, taken plentifully, will ſtop the 
diarrhoea, But if the {tools are critical, nature 
ought rather to be aſhſted, than checked; a cir-

Take common knot-graſs, ſhepherd's-purſe, and 
red roſe leaves, of each an handful; . boil them till 
ſoft, in a ſufficient quantity of vinegar ; then mix 
therewith, three ounces of oil of roſes, or myrtles. 

It greatly {trengthens parts that are too dang 3 
and is applied to ſtrengthen the joints, particularly 
the ancle, after diſlocations and violent ſtrains; 
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and is of equal ſervice in reſtoring and maintaining 
the tone of the parts, after the reduction of rup- 
tures. . * 

The bread and milk cataplaſm. 


Take crumb of bread, three ounces; milk, 2 
pint; the yolks of two eggs; powdered ſaffron, 
half a drachm ; boil them together, to a proper 
conſiſtence. 2 „ 
This cataplaſm, tho' ſo ſimple and common, is 
vaſtly efficacious. It may be applied immediately on 
the part, or may be incloſed between two fine linen 
cloths. Its utility is well known in all inflam- 
mations, pains, tumours, and indurations of the 
glands. It ſuppurates inflammatory tumours, and 


is an excellent diſcutient. For it is to be obſerved, 


that emollients very frequently diſcuſs tumours, 
more effectually than remedies which are honoured 
with that title. The acrid particles of which they 
are moſtly compoſed, often increaſe the ſtricture 
of the veſſels, and lock up the ſtagnant humours; 
on the contrary, emollients, by relaxing and di- 
Jating the diameters of the veſſels, cauſe the inſpiſ- 
ated ftagnant juices to become more fluid, and to 
paſs off of their own accord. 


A cataplaſm for chapped breafls. 
Take half a pint of rye-meal; the yolks of ſix 


eggs; and mix them together, with a ſufficient 


quantity of honey. 
This applied to the breafts upon a linen cloth, 


eaſes the pain, obtunds the acrimony of the hu- 
mours, and heals the chaps. 


| The diſcutient cataplaſm. 

Take leaves of marſhmallows, arſemart, pellitory 
of the wall, water germander, and wormwood, of 
each an handful; chamomile flowers, melilot 

8 flowers, 
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gowers, and elder flowers, of each three large 
pinches; ſeeds of carraway, dill, and foenugreek, 
of each an ounce z cummin-ſeeds, half an OUNCE z 
boil them to a pulp, in a ſufficient quantity of 


oxymel : paſs this pulp through. a ſieve; then add 


bean- flower, and the flour of heath peaſe, of each 
two Ounces ;- boil them in the decoction of the 


ſame cataplaſm, to a proper conſiſtence; and mix 


in a drachm of campbor diſſol ved in ſpirit of wine. 

This cataplaſm is intended for cold tumours. 
The aclive particles of which it conſiſts, powerfully 
attenuate and diſſolve the glutinous and viſcid hu- 
mours, that form ſuch tumours, 


Cataplaſm of the four diſcutient meals, 


Take a pound of the four diſcutient meals, and 
boil to a proper conſiſtence, i in a ſufficient quantity 
of wine. 

This is leſs powerful, and acts more mildly, 
than the preceding diſcutient cataplaſm: the 
diſeutient meals, viz. thoſe of barley, rye, linſced, 
and heath-peas, not conſiſting of ſuch active prin- 
ciples. It is chiefly uſed in ſwellings of the joints. 


The emollient cataplaſm. 


Take white lily, and marſhmallow roots, of 


each two ounces; leaves of mallows, marſhmallows, 
branc urſine, and groundſe], of each an handful ; 


flowers of mullein, chamomile, and melilot, of 
each three large pinches ; boil in a ſufficient quan- 
tity of water, till the whole is reduced to a ſoft 


pulp; which beat fine, and paſs through a ſieve. 

This pulp is a very good application for ſoftening 
tumours, both internal and external; and allaying 
pains and inflammations of the viſcera, and other 
parts. It is applied warm; and renewed from 
time to time, as occaſion requires, 
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The cataplaſm for glandular and malignant tumour; 
Take leaves of water germander, rue, origany, 

and arſemart, of each two handfuls; chamomile, 

melilot, and elder flowers, of each three large 


pinches; boil theſe ingredients in a ſufficient 
quantity of red wine. Beat the pulp with four 


ounces of roaſted onions, and the ſame quantity of 


roaſted ſquills; paſs the whole through a ſieve, 
and then add four ounces of honey of roſemary; 
an ounce and an half of Venice treacle; and two 
drachms of ſtrained galbanum. 

Glandular tumours, and peſtilential buboes, 
are, with difficulty, either diſcuſſed, or ſuppurated. 
Thoſe that proceed from malignant fevers, are apt 
to become gangrenous; whence this cataplaſm, 
conſiſting of very active particles, proves a very 
ſucceſsful application, | 


A cataplaſm for the quinſey. 
Take two handfuls of herb robert, and boil 
them gently, in a ſufficient quantity of vinegar. 
This applied upon the throat, does great ſervice; 


bleeding and other proper remedies, however, are 
not to be neglected. 


Another for the ſame diftemper. 


Take a ſwallow's neſt, and with the addition of 


vinegar, form it into a proper conſiſtence, by 


beating it in a mortar, 


Another. 


Take four ounces of a ſwallow's neſt; white 
dog's turd, and Jew's ears, of each an ounce; 
beat them together in a mortar, with a ſufficient 
quantity of ſpirit of wine; then add half an ounce 
of the anodyne balſam. 

This is a very powerful diſcutient; and exter- 


nally applied, gives immediate relief in the quinſey; 
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bleeding, and other ſuitable means, however, 
ſhould not be omitted, where the ſymptoms run

The ripening cataplaſm. | 

Take white lily roots, and roaſted onions, of 
each three ounces; ſorrel leaves, four handfuls 
ſimmer them gently over the fire, in a ſmall quan- 
tity of water, enough to prevent their burning;

The aſtringent decoction. 


Take cinquefoil-roots, ſnake- weed -roots, and 
tormentil- roots, of each three ounces; leaves of: 
knot-graſs, plantane, yarrow, ſhepherd's purſe, 
and nettles, of each four handfuls; red roſe-leayes, 
and pomegranate bloſſoms, of each four large 
pinches ; boil them about half an hour, in fifteen 
quarts of water, 
I his decoction is of great ſervice in violent hæ- 
morrhages, and when the blood-veſſels, being too 
greatly relaxed, require to be ſtrengthened, or 
clofed. The doſe is half a pint, three or four 
times:a-day. 


The cephalic decoction. 


Take green balm, and betony, of each four 
handfuls; of the flowery tops of cheeſe rennet, and 
French lavender, of each two. handfuls ; ſimmer 
them ſlightly, in fix quarts of water. 

This is uſed, with benefit, in pains of the head, 
and vertigoes, It ſtrengthens the nervous ſyſtem, 
and refreſhes the ſpirits. Half a pint may be taken 
every ſix hours. 


The cordial decoction. | 


Take juniper berries, bruiſed, four ounces; 
lemon, and orange-peel, of each an.,ounce ; tops 
of mint, bugloſs, and borage, of each three hand- 
fuls; clove July-flowers, fix large pinches; boil . 
an ten quarts of water to eight. 

An excellent ſtomachic, and © cordial, where 
ſtrengthening medicines are required, and in the 
complaint uſually called the heart-burn, It pro- 
cures an appetite, and helps digeſtion. The doſe, 2 
gill three or four times a- day. 
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The diaphboretic decoctioan. 

Take viper's graſs-roots, and burdock-roots, of 
each three ounces; leaves of carduus benedictus, 
meadow-ſweet, and ſcabious; of each two hand- 
fuls; boil in ſix quarts of water to five. 

It helps perſpiration, cauſes a derivation of the 
humours towards the ſkin, and promotes cutaneous - 
eruptions. It is uſed in the meaſles, ſmall-pox, 
Kc. Five or fix large cup's full may be taken in 
a-day, It ſhould be drank warm. 5 


The diuretic decoction. 


Take roots of butcher's broom, aſparagus, and 
madder, of each two ounces ; leaves of pellitory 
of the wall, ſamphire, rupture-wort, horſe-rhadith, , 
and the tops of hops, of each an handful; boil in 
a gallon of water, to three quarts. 

It incides, attenuates, .and powerfully promotes 
the urinary diſcharge, where the kidneys, or neck 
of the bladder are ſtuffed up with glairy viſcid . 
humours. It is alſo adminiſtered with ſucceſs, . 
in the various ſpecies of dropſies, to evacuate - 
ſeroſities by urine. The doſe, a gill five or ſix 
times a-day. 1 
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The emmenagogue decoction. 


Take leaves of mugwort, feverfew, balm, 
hore-hound, and marygold, of each four handfuls; 
rue, ſavin, and wormwood, of each two handfuls; .

This is a very efficacious medicine for the pur- - 
poſe its title expreſſes; it is alſo uſed to expel the 
placenta, and dead fœtuſſes, When neither inflam=- - 
mation, or ſpaſms are preſent.

Take peruvian bark, grolsly powdered, fix

It is a gentle laxative; and a continued uſe 
thereof, proves extremely beneficial in coſtive 
habits. The above quantity is to be taken in the 
morning faſting, in one or more doſes. It is 
ſometimes {weetened with two ounces of ſyrup-of 
orgeat ; and is then called, the Laxative Emulſion, 
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The laxative and cooling decoction. 


Take freſh tamarinds, ſtoned, two ounces ; boil 
in a pint of water, or whey, to twelve ounces; in

Take leaves of eye-bright, plantane, and fennel, 
of each two handfuls; leaves of celandine, an 
handful ; red roſe-leaves, and blue bottles, of each 
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two large pinches; boil them in a gallon of water, 
to three quarts. _ SE 

This is the common fomentation, in inflam. 
mations of the membrana, conjunctiva, or eye- 


lids. 


De purging decoction for mad perſons. 
Take black hellebore- root, and ſalt of many 
virtues, of each two drachms; boil in three pints 
of water, to a quart; towards the end thereof, add 
half an ounce of ſenna; and two drachms of li-

This - decoction: effectually evacuates the viſcid

The rhubarb decoction. 


Take fliced rhubarb, a drachm ; firſt ſimmer it 
gently a little while, then let it ſtand in infuſion, _ 
in a ſufficient quantity of water, to ſtrain off twelve 
ounces, 

A fourth part of this quantity may be taken 
every hour, till it operates ſufficiently. It opens 
the body, purges bilious humours, kills worms, 
and, at the ſame time, ſtrengthens. the. ſtomach, 
and bowels. .

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Take of ſenna leaves, half an ounce; Rochelle:

The above quantity is a ſingle doſe. It is gene- 
rally preſcribed to evacuate ſerous humours.

Take ſenna-leaves, two drachms; caſſia fiſtula, 
bruiſed, four ounces; ſoluble tartar, a drachm;

of manna; ſtrain off the liquor for one doſe. 

This is a very gentle, though efficacious, ca- 
thartic.

The ſenna decaction with rhuburb. 

Take rhubarb. ſliced, and ſoluble tartar, of

The antimonial aſthmatic electuary. 


Fake levigated crude antimony, one, ounce and 
an half; conſerve of elecampane, fix drachms; 
gum ammoniacum, a drachm and an half; and 
make into an eleCtuary. 

It powerfully incides the-bronchial lymph; and 
gives immediate relief in aſthmatic caſes. The doſe 
is from a ſcruple to half a drachm, twice or thrice 
ina day. 1 . 

The aſthmatic electuary. 


Take flowers of brimſtone, two ounces; mil- 
lepedes prepared,. orrice-root, and prepared am- 
ber, of each two drachms; myrrh, and benjamin, 
of each half a drachm ; ſaffron, and Kermes mi— 
neral, of each a ſcruple; mix into a proper con- 
ſiſtence, with oxymel of ſquills.

This emulſion is extremely pleaſant ; and is an 
excellent purge for children, and delicate perſons. 


The aromatic fomentation. 


Take lavender-tops, wild thyme, marjoram, 
ſage, mint, roſemary, hyſſop, thyme, and worm- 
wood, of each half an handful ; boil them in river- 
water, and red wine, of each a quart z when one 
fourth part of the liquor has evaporated, ſtrain off 
the remainder, and keep it for uſe. _ 

When the joints or limbs, debilitated from 
fractures, luxations, or chronic diſorders, . require 
ſtrengthening, this fomentation proves very "ſer- 
viceable; for it both reſtores their tone, and diſ- 
perſes the cedematous ſwelling. It is alſo a good 
remedy in bearings-down in the female ſex, ifa 
lpongy dipt therein be applied to the part. 


The aflringent fomentation. 


Take Virginian ſumach, and red roſe-leaves, 
of 'each an handful; pomegranate-ſhells, ba- 
lauſtines, biſtort-root, and tormentil-root, of each 
an ounce and an half; boil them in ſmith's forge- 
water, and red wine, of each three pints; or in 
the ſame quantity of vinegar; let one third part of 


the liquor bail away, 
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It ſtrengthens the parts when too much relaxed; 
as in ruptures, and œdematous ſwellings of the 
feet, and legs; in which latter caſe, it is very effi- 
cacious, eſpecially when joined with proper internal 
remedies. It is alſo uſed to good purpoſe, as a 


fomentation for wounds, attended with a conſi- 
derable hæmorrhage. 


The fomentation for cancers. 


Take frog's ſpawn-water, the decoctions, or 
diſtilled waters, of garden night-ſhade, and marſh- 
mallows, of each equal parts; mix them together, 

Either occult, or ulcerated cancers of the breaſt, 
may be bathed with, this liquor, and afterwards 
covered with a fine linen rag, dipped in the ſame, 
It greatly eaſes the ſhooting pains, and with the 
utmoſt ſafety. Et | 


The diſcutient fomentation. 

Take two quarts of the emollient fomentation ; 
boil therein fœnugreek-ſeeds, cummin-ſecds, and 
bay-berries, bruiſed, of each half an ounce; elder- 
flowers, melilot- flowers, and chamomile flowers, 
of each a large pinch and an half; when one third 
of the liquor is boiled away, ſtrain off the re- 
mainder, and add half a gill of ſpirit of wine.

This fomentation is applied as hot as it can be 


borne, with a flannel, in inflammations of the 
viſcera, eſpecially thoſe of the abdomen; whether 
the liver, bowels, meſentery, or man. after 4 
difficult labour, be the part attacked. It is alſo 
uſed to ſoften indurations, and allay inflammations 
in the different parts of the body; as alſo in ſtiff 
joints, contractions of the tendons, and anchyloſes. 


The 6 pelas Fomentation.' 


Take elder-leaves, and elder-flowers, five hand- 
fuls; boil them in two quarts and a pint of water, 
till one third part is evaporated ; then add to the 
ſtrained liquor, ſome ſpirit of wine and camphor. 


The head, face, eyes, or any other part of the 


body; whacked with the St. Anthony's fire, may

Take of the fomentation for cold phlegmatic 
tumours, a pint ; ſimmer therein St. John's wort, 
garden ſcurvy-graſs, ſea ſcurvy-graſs, henbane, 
and roſemary, of each an handful ; ſtrain off the 
liquor, and add thereto, a little camphorated ſpirit 
of wine, or. ſpirit of ſcurvy-graſs; or both, if

The fomentation for cold phlegmatic tumours. 


Take briony-root, half a pound; juniper- ber- 
ries, ... * ſulphur-vivum, of each three 
ounces;

and lime-water, of each two quarts; when a fifth 
Part has evaporated, {train off the remainder for

This fomentation is intended for ſuch tuniours 
as ſhow little or no ſigns of inflammation, and will 
not ſuppurate; and which, from the ſluggithne!s 
of the motion of their fluids; are termed cold ſwel- 


lings. Theſe generally appear in the neck, arm- 
Pits, and the groin. 


The anti-ſcorbutic gargle. 


Take of the anti- ſcorbutie decoction, or apozem, 
a pint; ſpirit of ſcurvy-graſs, and camphorated 
| ſpirit of wine, of each two drachms; ſyrup of red 
Toſes, ſix drachms; ſometimes, fifteen drops of 
ſpirit of ſal-armoniac, or half a drachm of crude 
ſal-armoniac, are added. 

It is an efficacious remedy to deterge and cleanſe 
fcorbutic ulcers, that are fituated on the tonſils, 


uvula, palate, and the eien parts, It is 
to be uſed frequently. 


The aflringent gargle. 


Take plantane-leaves, half an handful ; red roſe 
buds, and pomegranate-bloſloms, of each two 
large pinches; ſumach-berries, three drachms; 
ſimmer them in two pints and an half of water, to 

a quart; then add to the ſtrained liquor, half a 
drachm of roch-alum ; or a ſufficient quantity of 
Rabel's ſtyptic, to render it agreeably acid; or an 
ounce and an half of honey of roſes. _ 

This gargle is proper where there is no inflam- 
mation, but the parts are only relaxed; and when 
the glands of the throat are turgid with a ſerous 
fluid; in which caſe, this aſtringent and reper- 
cuſſive gargle is of great ſervice,

Take pearl-barley, and marſhmallow- roots, of 
each an ounce; ſimmer them in two pints and an

This is uſed in ſlight inflammations of the 
throat, and where there is a difficulty of ſwal- 
lowing. ee een 


The detergent gargle. 


Take whole barley, an ounce; boil it in two 
pints and an half of water, to a quart; towards the 
end, add thereto bramble-leaves, and agrimony, of 
each an handful; to the ſtrained liquor, add two 
ounces of honey of roſes; and a ſufficient quan- 
tity of ſpirit of vitriol to render it agreeably acid. 

Where a viſcid mucus covers and obſtructs the 
organs of deglutition, and the inſide of the 
mouth, this gargle is made choice of: by ſtimu- 
lating the glands, it enables them to get rid of the 
viſcid matter with which they are ſtuffed; it alſo 
cleanſes little ulcerations in the mouth and throat. 


| The lenient gargl.  _ 

Take fix ſliced figs ; boil them in milk, and 
water, of each ten ounces; and when a fourth 
part has evaporated, ſtrain off the remainder for 
uſe, 1 | 8 . 

This is excellent in painful inflammations of 
the throat, uvula, and tonſils; it moiſtens and 
cools the parts; it ſhould be uſed as frequently as 
poſſible; particularly previous to the patient's 
twallowing any liquid. e 


The anodyne glyſter. | 


Take a ſufficient quantity of the'anodyne de- 
coction; oil of almonds, two ounces ; the yolks

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of two eggs; and add either a drachm of philo- 
nium, or two grains of the thebaic extract; or two 
drachms of diaſcordium, or Venice treacle. | 

This is very proper in nephritic, hyſteric, and 
inteſtinal cholics, after the uſe of internal remedies, 
and the ſharp acrimonious humours, contained in 
the great inteſtines, have been evacuated. It is 
alſo uſed with ſucceſs, obſerving the fame pre- 
cautions, in.dyſenteries and obſtinate fluxes. 


The anodyne glyſter with milk. 

Take ſkimmed milk, a pint; the yolks of two 
eggs; ſyrup.of white poppy-heads, an ounce. 

This is excellent in dyſenteric complaints, and 
quiets painful irritations of the abdominal viſcera, 
particularly of the bowels, 

The anthelmintic gly ler. 

Take a ſufficient quantity of the anthelmintic 
decoction; oil of bitter almonds, two ounces ; add,
